Mat Gholston is a half-breed Indian 
who lives just north of town. These 
two were indicted for complicity in 
the raid of Dec. 7th. Dr. Durham 
is a young physician of North Christ- 
ian, who is cha ged with being in 
the party that whipped Press Rogers. 
Evidence against him was given by 
half a dozen or more witnerses. 

Gholston is in jail. Crenshaw has 

>en under bond since Jan- 
uary and Durham appeared yes- 
terday and executed bond. Geo. B. 
Powell, the one man indicted in 
January, is under bond and his case 
has been continued until June. 

The injunction suit of Sheriff Da- 
vid Smith vs. Jno. M. Renshaw and 
Judge C. O. Prowse was called Tues- 
day morning and an amended peti- 
tion filed by the attorneys for Mr. 
Smith, which was objected to by the 
defendants and the objection sus- 
tained.

IN CALLOWAY COUNTY 



Home of Independent Farmer 
Destroyed and Family 
Barely Escapes. 



Paducah, Ky., March 23 -While 
the family of Richard Spann, a farm- 
er, of Calloway county, near Beech 
Grove, and the Graves county line, 
were sleeping about 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning, incendiaries set fire to the 
residence, the stable and empty 
tobacco barn, and not until the roar 
of the flames and the burning brands 
from the roof began dropping in 
did any of them awaken to their 
danger. 

It was with the utmost difficulty 
that Mr. Spann succeeded in getting 
his wife and children out and a few 
minutes later the structure, which 
had been set afire at the corner, fell 
in and all their clothing and house- 
hold goods were lost; all valued with 
the house at about $2,000. 

As the family rushed out they 
were met by the glare from the burn- 
ing stable and the scream of the 
maddened horses imprisoned within, 
On another side of the lot the empty 
tobacco barn was a glow of embers. 

Mr. Spann has not raised any to- 
bacco for several years, but an- 
nounced his intention of raising a 
crop this year. He did not join the 
association. 

There were no shots fired by the 
incendiaries and their work was car- 
ried on quietly so as to not arouse 
any of the sleeping inmates. It is 
believed they intended to burn the 
inmates to .death.

Warlike Preparations to Re- 
sist Threatened Invasion. 

Madisonville, Ky., March 23.— At 
one of the largest mines in the coun- 
ty a force of men were at work Sun- 
day b'uilding a fence along the public 
road, which is a few hundred feet 
from the mine property.

The work of this gra v d jury 
marked a new era in the stamping 
out of lawlessness in the state. 
Circuit Judge Thos. P. Cook instruct- 
ed the jury to enter upon a fearless, 
faithful and vigorous investigation 
of the depredations of night riders. 
The Commonwealth's Attorney, 
Hon. Denny P. Smith, and the 
County Attorney, Hon. John C. 
Dully, both manifested a willingness 
to lend ready assistance, and a com- 
mittee from the Law and Order 
League gave its active co-operation 
in the difficult task of finding wit- 
nesses. Sheriff David Smith and his 
deputies, L. C. Cravens and Jewel 
W. Smith, shirked no duty imposed 
upon them, and the Kentuckian 
takes pleasure in stating that a real, 
persistent and effective attempt was 
made to discover some of the guilty 
parties who have committed depre- 
dations in Christian county.

Cincinnati, 0., March 25— Under 



cover of darkness a band of night 
riders crossed the Ohio river and op- 
erated in the vicinity of Ripley, dos 
troying the tobacco beds of Autrust 
Moonshon, three miles east of Rip 
ley, in what is known as Spring- 
town, 0. Threats were also left 
posted on h's barn, telling Moonshon 
to desist planting on the penalty of 
his lift. 

A mysterious fire last Thursday 
night destroyed the blacksmith shop 
of Walter Hook, on the Russellville 
pike near Ripley, a short distance 
from the farm of Moonshon. In the 
barn was stored 1,000 pounds of to- 
bacco, the property of Elliott Pur- 
ton, a neighbor of Hook. This was 
destroyed with the building. Neith- 1 
er Hook nor Purton were members, 
of the Society of Equity, and both 
had been warenrd not to sell their 
tbbacco. Purton, it is said, despite 
these warnings, sold some of his to- 
bacco in the Biucinnati markets and 
refused to pool. Moonshon, wh^se 
tobacco beds were torn up, is not a 
member of the Equity Society.

MR. BRYAN'S OPINIONS 



The plan of guaranteed bank de- 
posits has probably found favor, 
„ among all classes of people and irre- 
spective of political affliation, more 
rapidly than any other public ques- 
tion. 

The new state of Oklahoma has 
already enacted a law taxing state 
banks, the fund thus accumulated to 
be used in paying the depositors of 
any state bank that from any cause 
becomes unable to meet its obliga- 
tions. A special session of the Kan- 
sas legislature has been called for 
the purpose of [enacting legislation 
similar to the Oklahoma plan. The 
governor of Nebraska is considering 
the advisability of calling a special 
session of the legislature on account 
of the growing belief among the peo- 
ple that protection to bank deposi- 
tors in the form of state or federal 
guarantees of their deposits will stop 
the hoarding of money, bring into 
circulation sufficient currency to con- 
duct the business of the country, and 
prevent a recurrence of such dis- 
astrous panics as the one through 
which we are now passing. 

Mr. Bryan has been an advocate 
of a law guaranteeing deposits in 
state and national banks since 1893. 

Mr. Bryan, in discussing the tariff 
questions, insists that residents of the 
United States should be permitted 



to buy home-made goods at home at 
as low a price as the foreigner can 
buy American-made goods abroad. 
He also insists that our government 
«>hould be by and for the people as 
a whole, rather than by and for the 
trusts, and administered in the in- 
terest of a few beneficiaries of the 
trust system. He believes that na- 
tional legislation for the purpose of 
better regulation and control of in- 
terstate commerce and common car- 
riers should supplement state legis- 
lation, and not be a substitute for 
state legislation.

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IMPORTANT RULINGS 



Of Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Made Public. 



Among the informal rulings issued 
kythe Interstate Commerce Com- 
Briamon. the following are of public 
importance: 

A shipper who had customarily 
paid his freight charge* in c ecks 
tiNN called upon under a general or- 
der issued by the carrier to p .y his 
freight charges in cash during the 
recent financial disturbances. While 
Hie local agent was endeavoring to 
get authority from the home office 
of the carrier to continue to accept 
Jfce checks from his shipper, demur- 
rage charges accrued. Held that 
Jhey could not lawfully be refunded. 

A passenger traveling on a round 
-trip ticket containing the provision 
that "this ticket will be good for re- 
tam trip to starting point prior to 
midnight of day punched by selling 
agent in column 2. Final limit." did 
-toat reach the last connecting carrier 
before the date punched on the tick- 
et The passenger was required to 
^ay full fare on the last connecting 
line. Held that a refund could not 
Jawfully be made. 
.Upon inquiry made by a carrier 
the Commission holds that it may 
not confine the right to travel on 
freight trains to a particuler class, 
such as drummers and commercial 
agents, but if the privilege is per- 
mitted to one class of travelers it 
must be open to all others on equal 
terms and conditions.

JOINING ARMY. 



Neatly One Hundred Appli 
cants Past Month. 



U. S. Recruiting officer R. T. Rid- 
ing has secured eight enlistments 
during thepast five weeks of his stay 
here. There had been % applicants 
up to yesterday. Recent enlist- 
ments are E E. Parker, of Crofton, 
U. L. Talley, of this city, and R. T. 
Smith, of Indiana, who was here on 
a visit to his brother. All were as- 
signed to the infantry and were 
sent to Jefferson Barracks, Mo. This 
is Mr. Talley's second enlistment in 
soldier life, he having served before 
in the regular army. He will remain 
at Jefferson Barracks to assist in re- 
cruiting instruction at the military 
school in that place. Of the 95 ap- 
plicants 87 failed to pass the exami 
nation. The following are some of 
the rejections: 4 under size, 12 illit- 
eracy, 1 defective vision, 7 minors, 
2 married and one over size, the ap- 
plicant weighing more than 200 
pounds. 

The attractiveness of army ser- 
vice is increasing, due partly to the 
proposed increase of 40 per cent, 
pay after July 1 next.
